(b) enter any factory, establishment, office or other 
premises occupied by such principal or imme- 
diate employer at any reasonable time and re- 
quire any person found Incharge thereof to 
produce to such Inspector or other official and 
allow him to examine such accounts, books

f3) The Union filed a claim statement, wherein they state 
as follows : Thiru A. Sankaran Nair, the worker is an 
Attender m the Corporation Bank Branch at Madras He 
joined the service of the bank on 23rd April, 1953 and conti- 
nued to be in uninterrupted service till 1st July, 1954. There- 
after he continued in the permanent service of the bank in 
the same category and he applied for special sick leave. The 


Management by their letter to him granted leave 4 days of 
special sick leave Unavailed Casual Leave from 6th May, 
1977 to 9th May, 1977) and for 16 days of loss of pay leave 
(front 10th May, 1977 to 25th May, 1977). The Management 
was granted only 4 days of special sick leave out of 20 days 
special sick leave appJied for. Therefore he demanded that 
the balance of 16 days sick leave should be treated as special 
sick leave on half pay in that 1 he had already completed 24 
years of service ana in terms of para 23, 29 of tho Bipartite 
Settlement between Indian Banks Assiciation and All India 
Bank Employees Association. On 22nd April, 1977 the 
Management’ in a reply to Thiru A. Sankaran Nair stated 
that eligibility for additional sick leave would accrue only 
after completion of 24 years of service and in as much as the 
probation period of Sankaran Nair commenced from 1st July, 
1954 he will not be eligible for additional sick leave for 16 
days. Thiru A. Sankaran Nair requested the Bank to re- 
consider the matter, but the Bank rejected his claim. The 
matter in dispute is not merely confined to an Attender but 
is of vital interest of all the workmen employed by the 
Bank. The stand by the Management that the period of 
service to be computed from the date of confirmation for 
calculating the entire service is not correct. Hence this re- 
ference. 

(4) A counter statement was filed by the Management, 
wherein they contend as follows: The Petitioner Thiru A. 
Sankaran Nair waa working as a temporary peon in the 
G.T. Madras Branch with effect from 23rd April, 1953 and 
he was confirmed in the service of the Bank with effect from 
1st July, 1954 In terms of office memorandum dated 17th 
July, 1954. The employee wanted the Bank to add the period 
of service worked as a temporary peon from 23rd April, 
1953 till the date of his confirmation for calculating tne 
entire length of service for entitlement of additional sick 
leave in terms of the provisions laid down at para 13.29 of 
the Bipartite Settlement. In terms of Bipartite Settlement he 
would become eligible for additional sick leave with effect from 
1st July, 1978 when he completes 24 years of service and 
not with effect from 23-4-1977, tthe commencement of the 
period of service. In the past the similar issue came up for 
consideration before the Labour Appellate Tribunal of 
India and the Tribunal after considering the various provi- 
sions of the Bank Awards, has held that upon a proper 
interpretation of the Award the service of a workman for 
the purpose of sick leave is to he computed from the date 
on which he is confirmed. Therefore a Settlement on 8th Nov- 
ember, 1973 by which it was agreed by the parties relating 
to other issues which were not settled were to be referred 
to Indian Banks’ Association and All India Batik Emplo- 
yees’ Association for discussion of the Settlement and they 
were prohibited from approaching this Tribunal for re- 
dressal of their grievances. Hence the claim is not main- 
tainable before this Tribunal as this Court has no jurisdic- 
tion to try the issue. 

(5) Though the Management has urged in the counter 
that this Tribunal has no jurisdiction to try the issue in 
view of the Settlement between parties dated 8th Novem- 
ber, 1973, no argument was addressed by the learned coun- 
sel for the Management and he confined himself only to one 
issue, namely, whether the claim of the Petitioner for the 
additional sick leave is legal and justified. 


(6) The issue in this case lies in the narrow campu.*. 
namely, whether for purpose of computing the period of 
service, the date of entry into service or the date of confir- 
mation is to be taken into account. 


(7) The following facts which are quite relevant to 
decide the issue are not disputed. The Petitioner Thiru A. 
Sankaran Nair entered as peon in the bank services on 
23-4*1953 and he was confirmed on 17-7-1954, Ex, M-l in 
the Memorandum dated 17-7-1954 confirming the services of 
Thiru A. Sankaran Nair as Peon. Ex. M-2 dated 7-8-1954 
is an agreement between the Bank and Thiru A, Sankaran 
Nair. Ex.W-1 is the Bipartite settlement between the Indian 
Banks Association and All India Bank Employees, Associa- 
tion which has been relied upon by the Union t 0 support their 
contention. In the Bipartite Settlement, provision has been 
made for sick leave in paragraph 13.29 which runs as follow's : 

“An employee shall be granted sick leave at the rate of 
one month for each year of service subject to a 
maximum of 12 months during his entire service, 
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provided that where an employee has put in a ser- 
vice of over 24 years, he shall be eligible to addi- 
tional sick leave at the rate of one month for each 
year of service in excess cf 24 years, subject to a 
maximum of three months of such additional sick 
leave." 

Therefore the Court has to interpret what was the inten- 
tion of the parties when an agreement was reached since it 
is quite silent about the question whether the period of 24 
years has to be computed from the date of service or the 
date of confirmation. The Management relies upon Ex, M-3, 
the decision of the Labour Appellate Tribunal of India, 
Bombay in reference No. 1 /56 between the workmen of the 
Bank of Behnr Limited, Kanpur and the Bank of Behar 
Limited, Kanpur. It was contended on behalf of the Bank 
that the amount of year’s sick leave which has been granted 
by the award begins to accumulate after the 1st April, 1953 
and that the computation started from the very day on 
which an employee is confirmed in his appointment. It was 
held on a proper interpretation of the Award that the ser- 
vice of a workman is to be computed for the purpose of 
sick leave from the date on which he was confirmed. The 
above decision is in consonance with the intention for 
making provision for sick leave. In this context the Tribu- 
nal has to see the status of the workman till he is confirmed. 
He acts only temporarily before his confirmation and is 
not entitled to many privileges which he becomes entitled on 
the day when he is confirmed. Until his confirmation the 
Management has right to oust him from service and he 
cannot avail himself leave such as leave with pay during 
the time he is working temporarily, He attains full stature 
only after confirmation. He cannot compel the Manage- 
ment to recognize privileges during the period of temporary 
service which he can urge when he becomes a permanent 
employee. Sick leave is one such privilege and he gets that 
privilege of 12 months only after completion of 24 years of 
servica. In view of the fact that the worker acting tempo- 
rarily cannot claim any privilege as against the Management 
he cannot claim the privilege of additional sick leave during 
the time when he serves ay a temporary workman. Therefore 
of 'purpose of computation for sick leave, the period for 
computation should be the datfe' of confirmation and not 
the date, of entry into service. 

T8l Viewed in that light admittedly the Petitioner worker 
had not completed . 24 years of service on the date of refe- 
rence to this Tribunal though he had completed 24 years 
subsequently. As it is of vital importance to the services in 
the Bank I have to hold for computing special sick leave, 
the period of confirmation alone as relevant and the ser- 
vice should be computed from the date of confirmation. 

(9) An Award is passed accordingly.

As per Order No. L-26012/4/77-D.HI.B. dated 31-5-1978 
issued in exercise of its powers under Section 7A and 
10(1 )(d) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, the Central 
Government has referred the following dispute for adjudi- 
cation to this Tribunal : — 

“Whether the transfer of Shri K. Ajjnppa, Foreman, 
Kemmangudi Mines and Treasurer of MISL Mines 
Employees’ Association, from Bhadigund Mines to 
Kemmangudi Mines amounts to victimisation? If so 
to what relief is the said workman entitled?” 

2, On receipt of the reference, notice was taken out to 
both the pmties. The IT Pai-ty filed its objection statement In 
the first instance raising the contention that since the em- 
ployee cannot challenge the managements right to tranfer 
from one department to another department, the dispute 


eannot be termed as an industrial dispute. The II Party also 
urged that tho employee wa® working as a Foreman in the 
supervisory capacity drawing the wages of Rs. 500 per month 
and is not a workman as defined under Section 2(s) of tho 
Industrial Disputes Act. The reference is therefore not valid 
on this ground also. The transfer was effected in the in- 
terest of the management and without any malafide intention. 

3. Since the I Party was absent when the II Party filed 
its objection statement, a copy of the said statement was 
ordered to be sent to the I Party along with the intimation 
that the case is posted for I Party's claim statement. The 1 
Party remained absent on the subsequent 3 days of hearing 
though it requested by post for extension of time or filing 
of its claim statement. 

4. When the proceedings were taken up on the adjourned 
date (17-10-1978) M. Salvarajan, the Secretary of the I Party, 
and B. S. Satyanarayana, the II Party’s I -aw Officer, were 
present. M. Selvarajan stated that the workman mentioned 
in the order of reference has since been transferred as per 
his request from Kemmangnndi Mines to another mines, 
namely. Umblebyle Mines, the reference is not pressed, relief 
under the reference havinp been granted, and filed a memo 
accordingly fvide copv annexed hereto). In the light of the 
memo filed by the I Party, the reference stands disposed of. 
An award is passed accordingly.
